COFFEE  GROWING  IN  PERU. 

The  following  interesting  particulars  arc  taken 
Iriiiii  a  p.iinphlci  on  this  subject,  published  at  Lima 
in  July  of  last  year : — 

"Peru  has  been  known  for  many  years  as  a  coffee 
producing  country,  but  the  colTee  grown  on  the 
coast  lias  been  absorbed  by  domestic  consumption, 
and  Peru's  appearance  as  an  exporter  of  coffee  is  of 
recent  date,    although   she  is   now   likely  to  be  a 


considerable  competitor  with  other  countries. 
Coffee  pUiiting  began  and  coPfee  is  still  cultivated 
near  ihe  port  of  Pacnsmayo,  with  success.  But 
BlthoutEli  the  cultivation  on  the  coast  could  be 
somewhat  extended,  it  must  always  remain  resliic- 
tcd  as  there  are  only  certain  favored  localities 
in  which  the  planter  can  hope  fur  a  good  return. 

"The   rei-ioii  wbicli    Peru   offers  lo   the   coffee 
nlanier    unsviipas'ed  in  fertility,  and  almost  unlim- 
ited in  exieiil,  is  f-itnated  on  liie  eastern    slopes   of 
Ihe  Andes,  al  a  height  of  from  2,000  to  6,000  (eet 
above  the  sea,  among  llie  network  of  streams  and 
rivuleis  tliat  find  their  way  into  the  great  affluents 
of  the'  Amazon.     This     region,     known     as  the 
montnfla.  has  liitherlo  lieen  shut  off  from  the  world 
by   lack   of  comrnuidcations,    and  above  all  by  the 
difficnhy  of  crossing  the  higli  ridge  of  ihe  Cordillera 
ihat   bars   it   bom    Hie   coast.     In    spite   of  ihese 
difficulties  offee   has  been   cullivaled  both  in  the 
souih    in  tbe  gold-bearing  districts  of  Sandfa  and 
Carabayaaiul   in    the  cenire  of  Peru  in  the  valleys 
of  Chanehamayo,  Vitoc,  and   Huanuco.     It  is  the 
Chanchamayo  district,   for  most  of  tlie  cofTee  thai 
passes  under  the  names  of  Viloc  or  Iluanncn  comes 
from  Chnnchamayo,  which  is   ihe  real  coffee-plan- 
ling  di-^tiict   of  Peru,    and  it  is   tbe   production  of 
ihis  region  ihat  has  ilevated  Peru  to  ihe  rank   of  a 
coffee  exporliiig  country.     This   is  due  to  the  com- 
pletion   of    the     Cenlral   Oroya   railway   by   Ihe 
Peruvian   Corporation   to  its  present   terminus  at 
Oioyn,  giving   railway  can  iaye   over   the  crest  of 
the  Cordillera,   and  also    to  ihe  opening  up  of  the 
Pereiiii  and   adjacent  valleys  which  form   its  pro- 
longations.   Oroya  is  about  60  miles    from    the 
Chanclinmayo   valley,    nnd   there   is  a  fair  road  nil 
the  way,  passing  through  the  town  of  Tarma,  the 
capiiai  of  a  department,  wilh  good  holels  and  some 
7,000    inhabitants.     The    Chanchamayo     valley, 
itself  about   lO  miles  long,  is  now  in  the  hnn<ls  of 
private  owners,  but  the  rich  and  far  more  extensive 
valleys   beyond   it    of  ihe  PereniJ,    Paiicarlambo, 
and  Rio  Colorado  have   now   been  linked  on  to  La 
Merced,   ihe  las!   town  in   Chanchamayo,   by  (lie 
extension  ol  iheTarma-Chanchamayo  road.lhrough 
a  short   hut  difficull   defile.     The  oul  put  of  cofTee 
from   the   whole    region    was   about  1,500  Ions  in 
1893,  but  extensive  plantinc  has  lately  taken  place 
and  prodiiclion  will  shortly  be  trebled. 

It  is  considered  ihat  coffee  can  Iw  raised  al  Ihe 
expense  of  five  I'ernvian  soles  per  quintal,  or 
io<i  lbs.,  the  yield  of  a  tree  after  the  ihird  year 
lieing  about  3  lbs.  Clearing  ground  is  easy,  the 
hiU-sidcs  being  covered  wilh  dense  but  liyhl 
timber,  easily  IcUed  and  burned.  The  average 
cost  of  clearing  away  m.ty  be  taken  at  65  soles 
(/fi  los.)  a  hectare,  or  26  soles  (jf2  izs.)  i»er 
acre.  The  numl>er  of  plants  that  can  he  planted 
with  advaninge  on  a  heciare  is  nhoiil  1,700  to 
1,800,  or  say  700  lo  the  .icre,  although  a  larger 
number  are  often  put  into  the  giouiid.  Young 
plants  can  he  oluained  for  5  soles  (los.)  per  1,000. 
"Coffee  is  usn.illy  bought  at  the  planter's  Joor 
by  Italian  houses  In  Tarma  at  prices  varying  from 
18  soles  {^\  i6s.>  to  30  soles  {^3),  and  the  cost 
of  transport  of  a  quintal  from  Chanchamayo  or 
from  the  Peren£  to  the  port  of  Cftllao  by  inula  and 
railway  is  from  4  to  5  soles  per  quintal.  Recent 
lots  have  been  sold  in  New  Yoric  at  22c,  (gold) 
per  lb.,  a  piice  which  is  equal  to  thai  of  ihe  l>est 
Mexican  or  Central  American,  with  the  exception 
of  one  or  two  favori  d  qualities,  and  will  improve 
wlien  the  culTee  is  belter  cleaijed  for  the  market. 
Freight  to  ■  N'ew  York  from  ■  Callao :  by  tlie  Mer- 
chant's line  is  /^3  per  ton,  while  the  British  Royal 
Mail  Cimipany  have  recently  (lut  down  their  rates 
from  ;^ 5  to  ^4,  in  expectation  of  increased  pro- 
duction . 

"The  principal  difficulty  of  cultivation  in  the 
Peruvian  montafta  lies  in  the  broken  character  of 
the  gifj^und.  This  in  itself  is  favourable  to  coffee 
cultivation,  as  the  hill-sides  afford  slopes  where 
the  younfe.plants  can  lie  raised  without  being  ex- 
posed to  tlie  sun  all  day  long,  and  the  expense  of 
protecting  llie  young  plants  by  artificial  shade  is 
avoided.  But  the  broken  ground  and  frequent 
streams,  the  necessity  of  bridges  and  cuttings,  &c., 
render  the  question  of  communications  the  most 
imporiani  of  all.  It  is  this  reason  that  makes  the 
opening  up  of  the  Peren^  so  significant,  in  which 
valley  the  Peiuvian  NCorporation  possesses  aeon- 
cession  in  perpetual  proprietorship  of  1,350,000 
acres.  Planters  .-ue  univilling  to  settle  aloof  from 
the  main  mads  and  to  '  face  the  cost  of  keeping 
open  trails  through  the  forest  and  of  biidging 
rivers,  where  these  primary  necessities  are  not 
undertaken  by  large  capital  or  by  associated 
effort.  There  is,  tiierefoi  e,  considerable  reluctance 
in  taking  up  free  grants  from  the  government 
away  from  the  main  communications,  and  a  ten- 
dency loniove  into  lands  like  those  of  the  Peruvian 
Corporation,  where  solid  bridges  and  roads  have 
been  made  and  are  maintained,'  Moreover,  the 
free  concessions  granted  by  the  Peruvian  govern- 
ment have  been  characteiised  by  recklessness, 
and  as  the  ground  has  never  been  properly  sur- 
veyed, and  as  the  concessions,  that  are  never 
ofticially  demarcated,  are  located  by  means  of  more 
or  less  vague  geographical  references,,  there  is  no 
security  that  they  do  not  overlap  or  will  not  be  a 
souice  of  dispute  and  of  law-suits.  Settlers  on  the 
concession  of  the  Peruvian  Corporation  are  also 
exempt  from  taxes  for  10  years.  Sales  of  land  to 
planters  have  lately  been  effected  at  the  price  ol 
^i  a  heciare,  say  8s.  pet  acre,  and  there  are  also 
colonists  on  the  land  receiving  advances  from  the 
company,  and  getting  title-deeds  in  their  grants 
when  the  advances  are  worked  off.  Special  ar- 
rangements are  made  with  intending  planters  in 
special  circumstances, 

"The  clitnate  of  the  whole  Chanchamayo  and 
Peren^  district  is  excellent,  and  malarial  fever  may 
lie  said  to  be  unknown.  Labor  is  suppliei]  by 
the  Indians  from  the  Cordillera,  the  ordinary  Mfage 
.beim;  from  50  to 60  c.   Peruvian  silver  perday. 

"Besides  coffee,  cacao,  cocoa,  tobacco,  indigo, 
rice,  sugar  cane,  maize,  &c.,  can  he  grown  on  the 
Pcrem^',  while  wild  vanilla  is  fOund  iit  the  forest, 
and  could  be  brought  under  domestic  culture. 

"An  enperimenial  plantation  of  tea  is  also 
being  made.  In  addition  to  the  light  timber, 
cabbage-wood,  &c.,  growing  in  the  valley,  theie 
are  found  valuable  trees  tike  tlie  walnut  and  cedar, 
and  several  kinds  of  hard  woods.  , 

"Note. —  The  Peruvian  sole  has  been  taken 
Ihroughoiit  as  equivalent  to  2s,  The  actual  average 
lale  of  exchange  from  Jane  30,  1893,  to  June  30, 
1894,  was  29.  o^d."

THE  COAL  INDUSTRY  IN  CHILI. 
An  Old  subscriber  to  the  Chilian  Times 
contributes  the  following  interesting  article 
""■n"  ri',"?.'""'"'  Cl'ihai.  mining  industry. 
llieUiilian  miner  ships  his  coal  without 
screening,  whereas  Green  Ticket  and  Brown 
Diicken  fields'  coals  from  Australia  are 
dumped  oyer  three  screens,  Kvery  country 
in  the  wirrld  during  the  two  last  decades  have 
more  or  less  doubled  their  output  Chili 
alone  is  the  exception.  The  same  mining 
dilliculliesliave  been  met  with  abroad  as  in 
Llilli.  Ihe  problems  in  geological  forma- 
tions, such  as  hulls,  breaks,  loss  and  thinning 
of  the  seams,soft  loofs.floodings,  pcorquality 


at  the  oulcrop,  scarcity  oriiinl)er,»li,tl,.  iron 
I  pyrilcs,  sulphur,  brilllenesso.inbustiou,  and 
such  like  abominations  have  all  been  vaii- 
quislied  everywhere,  bv  means  nf  lime  pa- 
ticnceand  money.  All  these  dilficuliies'witli 
greater  rase  can  be  overcome  in  Chili,  for  the 
Chilian  miner,  the  miner/,//  excellence  can- 
not be  beaten  (or  hard  work,  constancv  and 
cheapness.  Tbe  great  ami  paramou'n't  ob- 
stacle against  the  Chilian  coal  industrv  is  the 
difncuhy,  nay,  impotsibilily  we  might  sav 
ol  ohlainiug  clear  title  ileeils  to  carboniferous 
properties,  but  once  let  it  be  proved  that  this 
obstacle  has  been  removed,  and  the  sun  will 
once  again  shine  on  this  now  donn-tnnlden 
industry. 

It  has  been  proved  thit  the  Chilian  coal 
measures  e.Mtend  from  Coronel  to  Puerto 
Wontt.  There  is  enough  coal  proved  to 
exist  not  only  w  supply  the  home  denuml 
but  enough  to  supply  some  of  the  neigh- 
bonring  republics  as  well.  There  is  conse- 
quently no  necessity  of  giving  ficilities  in 
tlie  way  alpremiims  or  ilenuncio  laws  to 
pioneers  or  explorers.  These  laws  are  all 
very  well  ,„  countries  where  coal  is  not 
known  to  exist,  or  where  it  has  to  be  sear- 
ched for  worked  at,  over  a  hundred  metres 
vertical  down  in  the  bowels  of  the  eartli  or 
m  countries  thickly  crossed  with  r.ailwars 
where  every  acility  can  be  obtained  \o, 
qiiick  despatch,  and  easy  shipping,  and 
where  an  acrtjol  land  has  ,0  be  p,,i.1  for  in 
pounds  sterling,  at  an  enhanced  price, 
instead  of  in  debased  dollars  at  so  much  a 
cumlra,  as  in  south  Chili.  Hundreds  of 
square  miles  of  land  po.ssessing  coal  seams 
ranging  from  three  to  nine  feet  thick,  could 
be  ohlaiuetl  lor  a  mere  song,  if  any  one 
cared   to    open  up  and   work    Ihe  coal  on 

payment  of  a  small  royalty  of,  say,  10  cents 
to  20  cents   per  ton  shipped.     But  it  is 
sufficient  to  know  that   any  offer  is  under

People  are  shy  of  trying  their  hand  at 
coal  mining  in  (.'hili,  alOioiigh  the  prices 
ruling  in  the  market  are  sulJicient  to  warrant 
the  future  of  this  iuiluHiiy.  The  demand 
.steadily  incrt-ases.  The  output  decreases. 
The  imporls  from  abroad  are  at  llie  lale 
of  50,000  tons  per  month.  The  railway 
extension  of  the  couiitiy  a  few  years  ■.v^^i 
was  600  kilometres,  lo-day  it  is  mure  than 
double  that  and  it  is  rapidly  increasing. 
The  demand  for  domestic  uses  has  doul)Ied 
these  last  few  years.  Gas  works,  manufac- 
tnries,  &.C.,  have  also  doubled,  causing  an 
increased  demand  for  coals.  The  greatest 
consumers  of  Chilian  coals,  however,  arc 
the  foreign  going  and  coasting  steamers,  all 
of  tliem  filling  their  hunkers  at  the  Chilian 
coaling  ports,  The  following  statistics  taken 
from  the  EsitUisiica  Commercial  (fc  h /ic- 
piiblica  will  readily  prove  the  e.'Clraordinary 
increase  in  .steamer  t()nnage  cleared  from 
Chilian  ports,

TRINIDAD  ISLAND. 

TUE  CitUISE  OK  THE   "Al.lJirrE". 

Ill  the  course  of  a  lonj^  cruise  in  the 
South  Atlantic  and  up  the  Soiitli  Aiuericau 
rivers  in  the  veiirs  1880  and  1881,  with  iny 
little  yacht  the  Falcon,  I  found  myself, 
more  bj'  accident  than  intention,  in  the 
ueifi"hborhootl  of  tlie  small  desert  island  of 
Trinidad.  We  were  bound  from  Monte- 
video to  Bahia,  and,  after  running- before 
a  heavy  pampero  oft'  the  River  Plate,  we 
fell  ill  with  strong-  head  winds,  and  had  to 
tlu-asli  our  way  to  windward.s  for  upwards 
of  a  thousand  miles  of  choppy  seas  and 
boi,sterons  weather,  while  the  rain  poured 
down  upon  u.s  almost  without  eesaation,  a.s 
it  not  infrequently  does  during  the  se;i.son 
of  the  northerly  Brazilian  monsoon. 

We  steered  a.  cour.se  away  from  llie  land 
to  tlie  eastward,  hoping-  to  meet  with  more 
favorable  winds  when  -we  had  obtained  an 
ofTing-  of  some  fonr  or  five  lunulred  miles. 
Vessels  bound  north  from  the  Plate  during 
the  season  of  the  northerh'  monsoon  inva- 
riably pur.sue  this  plan,  aailinj,'-  as  mnch  as 
seven  iuindrcd  miles  close  hauled  on  the 
port  taek  before  they  go  about  and  make 
their  northering.  I'iius  it  was  that  our 
course  brought  us  in  the  vicinity  of  Trini- 
dad, which  lies  ill  latitude  2t)"3Ci'  south  and 
long-itude  29''22'  west,  distant  about  seven 
liundred  miles  from  the  coast  of  Brazil, 
and  my  curiosity  being  aroused  by  the 
description  of  the  islet  in  t!ie  "South 
Atlantic  Directory"  I  decided  to  land  and 
explore  it. 

We  came  to  an  aiiclior  ofl"  tiiis  de.solate 
spot  on  December  8,  1881,  and  we  remained 
there  for  nine  days.  Our  adventures  of 
various  sorts,  the  perils  of  landin;;-,  the 
attacks  made  on  us  by  the  multitudes  of 
hideous  land-crabs  and  ferocious  sea-birds, 
our  difficult  climb  over  the  volcanic  moun- 
tains, and  finally  our  anything  but  regret- 
ful departure  from  one  of  the  moHt  nncaini\ 
and   dispiriting  spots  on   earth,    art:    fully 


set  out  in  my  book,  "Tlie  Cruise  of  the 
Foli'Dit."  On  turning  to  that  book  I  find 
that  I  state  there  that  I  had  tuore  tlmn 
eunuch  of  Trinidad,  and  would  on  no  ac- 
count set  foot  on  it.s  barren  shores  again  — 
iL  rash  resolution  whicli  I  was  destined  to 
break  nearly  ten  years  after  my  first  vLsit 
to  the  island. 

The  deseriptious  of  Trinidad  in  the 
"South  Atlantic  Directory"  are  all  of  an 
(]ld  dale,  and  were  supplied  at  different 
times  by  captains  of  vessels  in  want  of 
wati.'r  or  with  crews  stricken  with  scurvy, 
who  cITected  a  landing  in  order  to  procure 
water  or  tlie  jnirsiain  and  other  greens 
which  abound  on  some  portions  of  the 
sliui-e.  [talley  in  17oil,  Amasa  Delano  in 
18n.^,  and  Conimodoro  Owen  in  1822  visited 
the  island,  and  it  is  from  their  accounts 
that  most  of  tlie  information  eonceruiiiH- 
it  has  been  ^■-athercd.  All  describe  the 
landing  as  extremely  difficult,  and  often 
(piite  impracticable,  on  account  of  the 
almost  perpetual  surf  whicli  breaks  on 
the  iron-bound  coast.  Consequently  mar- 
iners avoided  the  coral  reefs  and  sea- 
woni  crags,  and,  though  the  nuister.-.  of 
homt'ward-boimd  vps.sels  from  around  Cape 
Morn  often  sif.'-htod  the  island  from  a  safe 
distance  in  order  to  correct  the  rate  of  their 
i.:lironoinctcrs,  it  was  rare  indeed  that  the 
foot  of  a  human  being  trod  its  shores. 

Hut  now  the  land-crabs  and  sea-birds  of 
Trinidad  must  be  becoming  almost  fami- 
liarised with  the  sig^ht  of  man,  for  the 
report  of  a  vast  treasure  that  is  supposed 
to  have  been  buried  here  some  scvent\' 
years  aj^-o,  lias  induced  no  less  than  live 
di  n't' rent  hands  of  adventurers  in  the  course 
of  tlic  last  twelve  ,\'ears  to  tit  out  vessels 
f()r  the  purpose  of  .seekiuii-  their  fortunes 
among  the  volcanic  a.s]i. 

This  is  an  account  of  the  most  recent  of 
these  ventures,  and  I  think  it  will  be  the 
la.st  of  them  ;  for  whereas  all  the  previous 
explorers  —  in  consequence  of  mutiny,  tlie 
dilhculty  of  landiiitj,  and  other  causes- 
failed  to  make  any  real  attempt  at  dig-ginjr 
into  the  landslip  which  now  covers  the 
spot  where  tlie  treasure  is  supposed  to  lie, 
and,  losing  heart  in  t!ie  presence  of  the 
preliminary  perils  and  discomforts,  aban- 
doned the  island  after  a  few  days'  stay,  we 
succeeded  in  landiuf;  by  degrees  our  tents, 
tools,  and  stores,  and  established  quite  a 
comfortable  little  settlement,  while  tlic 
dijif^'-ing-  was  steadily  carried  on  for  three 
mouths,  and  many  thousands  of  tons  of 
earth  and  rock  were  removed. 

Wc  worked  on  until  wc  were  satisfied 
that  furtlicr  search  was  useless.  We  fail- 
ed to  tind  the  treasure,  but  we  did  what  our 
predecessors  did  not—  we  had  a  very  good 
try  for  it;  and  we  have,  I  think,  at  any 
rate  proved  that  it  is  not  worth  the  wliile 
of  any  other  adventurers  to  go  in  search  of 
this  too  carefuUv  concealed  hoard. 

Wlien  I  visited  Trididad  in  1881  I  was  not 
aware  that  a  treasure  was  supposed  to  be 
buried  there,  else  I  should  most  probably 
have  pro.secuted  some  preliminary  search 
with  the  small  crew  —  we  were  five  all  told 
—  and  the  inadequate  tools  I  had  on  board, 
so  as  to  ascertain  whether  it  would  be  worth 
while  to  organise  a  properly  equipped  ex- 
pedition on  my  return  lioine.  It  was  not 
until  the  year  1885  that  my  attention  was 
directed  to  paragraphs  in  the  newspapers 
which  spoke  of  the  departure  from  the 
Tyne  of  the  barque  Aitrm  with  a  consid- 
erable company,  iucludiug  navvies,  and 
well  provided  with  the  tools  that  were  con- 
sidered necessary  for  tlic  recovery  of  the 
treasure, 

These  adventurers  started  full  of  hope, 
but  were  doomed  to  disappointmeut,  as  is 
shown  in  the  foUowinj;'  extract  which  I  cut 
from  a  daily  paper  some  months  later:  — 

"  Further  information  has  been  received 
regarding  the  unfortunate  expedition  of 
the  ylffnvf,  the  vessel  chartered  by  a  num- 
ber of  Tyne'siders  for  a  voyage  to  the  small 
island  of  Trinidad,  off  the  coast  of  Brazil, 
where  it  was  reported  a  lar^'-e  amount  of 
treasure  was  concealed.  The  last  letter  is 
from  one  of  the  seamen,  a  young  man 
named  Rnssell,  to  his  parents  in  North 
Shields.  Kussell  states  that  it  is  with  the 
greatest  pleasui"e  that  he  has  an  oppor- 
tunity of  writinff,  and  continues  to  say 
that  the  .1  »)■('«  left  the  island  on  April  29, 
and,  he  was  .sure,  the  crew  were  not  sorrj' 
at  leaving.  Me  states  that  eight  seamen 
were  ashore  fourteen  days,  and  at  the  end 
of  that  time  they  were  so  exhausted  with 
the  want  of  water  and  provisions  and  with 
the  scorching-  heat,  that  they  had  all  to  be 
carried  on  board.  As  a  consequence  eif,^lit 
of  them  were  laid  down  with  fever,  and  out 
of  the  eight  two  seamen  died.  The  expe- 
dition was  thus  unfortunate  in  more  than 
one  respect.  The /!((;■«((,  according;  to  the 
wirtcr  of  the  letter,  was  at  Trinidad  in  the 
West  Indies,  and  was  expected  to  leave  for 
Eufi-Uind.  Russell  says  nothing  about  the 
treasure;  the  burden  of  his  letter  is  that 
the  crew  left  the  island  witli  the  greatest 
satisfaction." 

This  ill-fated  expedition  of  the  Aiivea 
was,  so  far  as  my  information  g-oes,  the 
last  before  that  of  the  Alertc-. 

In  the  autumn  of  1888,  I  liappened  to 
meet  some  South  Shields  people  who  knew 
the  history  of  the  treasure  and  of  the  pre- 
vious e\-peditions,  They  told  me  that 
there  had  been  some  talk  lately  of  fitting 
out  another  vessel  to  renew  the  quest,  and 
that  many  undeniably  ahrc-wd  Tynesiders 
had  a  complete  faith  in  the  existence  of 
I  tlie  treasure,  and  -were  willing,  despite 
former  failures,  to  risk  their  money  and 
I  lives  in  order  to  discover  it.     My  informant 


gave  me  an  outline  of  the  evidence  on 
which  thhs  faith  was  based,  and  I  heard 
enough  to  so  interest  me  that  I  forthwith 
took  train  to  South  Shields  and  put  myself 
into  communication  with  the  heads  of  the 
/1hm(I  expedition,  with  the  view,  in  case  I 
should  consider  the  prospects  of  securing 
the  treasure  to  be  not  too  remote,  of  fitting 
out  a  small  yacht  and  sailing  away  once 
nu»re  to  Trinidad, 

The    following   is  the  substance  of  the 

story  as   I  heard  it  from  Mr.   A ,   who 

was  the  prime  mover  of  the  last  venture, 
and  who  himself  sailed  in  the  Atirea,  and 
passed  fourteen  days  on  the  island. 

"  There  is  now  living'  not  far  from  New- 
castle a  retired  sea  captain.  Captain  P , 

who  was  in  command  of  an  East  Indiamau 
eng-ag-ed  in  the  opium  trade  in  the  years 
1848  to  185(1.  At  that  time  the  China  seas 
were  infested  by  pirates,  so  that  his  vessel 
carried  a  few  g'uns,  and  a  larger  crew  than 
is  usual  in  these  days.  He  had  four  quar- 
termasters, one  of  whom  was  a  forcig-ner. 
Captain  P is  not  sure  of  liis  nation- 
ality, but  thinks  he  was  a  Russian  Finn. 
On  board  the  vessel  the  man  went  under 
the  name  of  the  pirate,  on  account  of  a 
deep  scar  across  his  cheek,  which  gave  him 
a  somewhat  sinister  appearance.  He  was 
a  reserved  man,  better  educated  than  the 
ordinary  sailor,  and  possessing  a  good 
knowledge  of  navig-atioii. 

"  Captain    P took    a    liking-   to  him, 

and  sliowed  liiin  kindness  on  various  occa- 
sions. This  man  was  attacked  by  dysen- 
tery on  the  voyag-e  from  China  to  Bombay, 
and  by  the  time  the  vessel  reached  Bombay 
he  was  so  ill,  in  spite  of  the  captain's  inir- 
sing,  that  he  liad  to  be  taken  to  the  lios- 
pitai.  He  gradually  sank,  and  when  he 
found  that  lie  was  dying-,  he  told  Captain 

P ,  who  frequently    visited  him  at  the 

fiospital,  that  he  felt  verj-  g-ratcful  for  the 
kind  treatment  lie  had  received  at  his  cap- 
tain's hands,  and  tliat  he  would  prove  his 
gratitude  by  revealing  a  secret  to  him  that 
miglit  make  him  one  of  the  richest   men   in 

England.       Captain    P says     that    he 

appeared  very  uneasy  about  this  secret, 
and  insisted  on  the  door  of  the  yvard  being 
closed  so  that  there  miglit  be   no  listeners. 

He   then    asked  Captain  P to  go  to   his 

chest  and  take  out  from  it  a  parcel.  The 
I)arcel  contained  a  piece  of  old  tarpaulin 
with  a  plan  of  the  island  of  Trinidad 
on  it. 

"  The  man  gave  him  the  plan,  and  told 
liim  that  at  the  place  indicated  on  it  —  that 
is,  under  the  mountain  known  as  the 
Sug-arloaf — there  was  an  immense  treasure 
buried,  consisting  principally  of  gold  and 
silver  plate  and  ornaments,  "the  plunder  of 
Peruvian  churches  which  certain  pirates 
iiad  concealed  there  in  the  year  1821.  Much 
of  this  plate,  he  said,  came  from  the  cathe- 
dral of  Lima,  having  been  carried  away 
from  there  during  the  war  of  independence, 
wlicn  the  Spaniards  were  escaping  tlie 
country,  and  that  among  other  riclies  tliere 
were  several  massive  g^olden  candlesticks. 

"  He  further  stated  that  he  was  the  only 
survivor  of  the  pirates,  as  all  the  others 
had  been  captured  by  the  Spaniards  and 
and  executed  in  Cuba  some  years  before, 
and  consequently  it  was  probable  that  no 
one  but  himself  knew  of  this  secret.  He 
then  gave  Captain  P — —  instructions  as 
to  the  exact  position  of  the  treasure  in  the 
bay  under  the  Sugar-lpaf,  and  enjoined 
him  to  g-o  there  and  search  for  it,  as  it  was 
almost  certain  that  it  had  not  been  remov- 
ed. The  quartermaster  died  shortly  after- 
wards." 

Now  this  story,  so  far,  bears  a  strong 
family  resemblance  to  many  other  stories 
of  pirate  treasure,  mythical  or  otherwise, 
and  though  there  can  be  no  doubt  that 
great  stores  of  valuable  plunder  are  still 
lying  hidden  away  in  this  fashion  on  many 
a  West  Indian  cay  and  desert  ocean  island, 
the  dying  quartermaster's  deposition  was 
hardly  enough  by  itself  to  warrant  the  ex- 
pense of  fitting  out  an  expedition  for  Tri- 
nidad. Baton  making  researches  it  was 
found  that  his  story  was  corroborated  in 
many  remarkable  ways. 

In  the  first  place  the  archives  of  Cuba 
were  inspected,  and  a  record  was  discovered 
which  showed  that  a  gang  of  pirates  who 
had  plundered  Spanish  vessels  sailing 
from  Lima  had  been  hanged  at  Havanna 
,T.t  the  time  mentioned. 

The  probability  of  the  story  is  further 
strengthened  by  the  actual  history  of  Peru 
during-  the  war  of  independence.  It  ap- 
pears that  the  Spanish  population  of  Lima 
entertained  a  wholesome  dread  of  the  libe- 
rators of  their  country,  and  deposited  large 
sums  of  money  and  a  vast  amount  of  plate 
in  the  forts  for  security.  Lima  was  then  a 
city  eytreinely  rich  in  gold  and  silver  plate, 
and  the  value  of  the  property  lying-  in  the 
fortress  alone  was  estimated  by  Lord  Dun- 
donald  as  at  least  six  millions  sterling. 

Lord  Duudonald,  who  was  at  the  time  in 
command  of  the  Chilian  lleet  -which  had 
been  sent  to  the  assistance  of  the  liberators 
of  Peru,  endeavored  to  obtain  possession 
of  this  fortress  by  negotiations,  and  of- 
fered the  Spanish  governor  to  permit  his 
free  departure  with  two-thirds  of  this 
treasure  on  condition  of  the  remainder, 
together  with  the  fortress,  being  given  up 
to  the  Chilian  squadron.  The  admiral 
hoped  by  means  of  tills  one-third  to  abate 
the  mutinous  spirit  of  his  men,  who  had 
received  no  pay  for  a  long-  period,  and  who 
were,  moreover,  in  a  state  of  actual  desti- 
tution. Rut,  to  Lord  Dundonald's  disgust, 
the  Peruvian  Protector,  San  Martin,  for 
purposes  of  his  own,  allowed  the  garrison  to 


evacuate  the  fortress,  carrying  away  with 
them  the  whole  of  these  richeji.  Later  on. 
however,  Lord  Duudonald  took  the  reapou- 
sibility  on  himself  of  seizing  the  Protector's 
yacht  at  Ancon,  and  discovered  that  it  was 
entirely  ballasted  with  silver  coin  and 
uncoined  gold.  With  this  he  paid  his  sail- 
ors some  of  their  arrears  of  pay  and  prize- 
money. 

During  the  first  few  years  of  their  liberty 
the  unhappy  Limenos  must  liave  occasion- 
ally regretted  the  old  Spanish  misrule,  bad 
as 'it  was;  for  their  liberators  plundered 
them  in  the  most  shameless  fashion,  and 
most  of  the  wealthy  citizens  of  Lima  were 
reduced  to  a  state  of  abject  proverty.  The 
tyrannical  Protector  inflicted  g-reat  hard- 
.ships  on  the  Spanish  inhabitants,  aiul 
among  other  of  his  decrees  one  was  passed 
confiscating;  to  the  public  treasury  one-half 
of  all  their  property.  When  some  of  these 
unhappy  people,  driven  to  desperation,  took 
to  sea  and  endeavored  to  escape  with  the 
remaining  Iralf  of  their  possessions,  the 
republican  oflflcers  boarded  their  vessels 
and,  wholly  regardless  of  the  decree,  appro- 
priated this  half  also. 

The  wealth  of  Lima,  the  richest  city  of 
Spanish  America,  was  soon  scattered  far 
and  wide,  and  disappeared  for  ever  ;  but  it 
is  probable  that  only  a  small  proportion  of 
it  fell  into  the  hands  of  the  liberators  ;  for 
the  new  executive  was  not  sufficiently  well 
organised  to  carry  out  fully  the  decrees  of 
confiscation.  I  do  not  think  that  the  pro- 
perty to  the  value  of  six  million  sterling; 
wbich  was  carried  away  by  the  Spaiiisli 
garrison  has  been  all  tr.aced,  but  the  records 
of  the  day  show  that  the  Spaniards  took 
every  opportunity  of  escaping  to  sea  in  any 
sort  of  vessel  they  could  procure,  carrying- 
with  them  all  the  property  they  could  col- 
lect, in  the  hope  of  reaehing'the  mother 
country  or  some  neutral  port. 

It  must  have  been  a  glorious  time  for 
adventurous  persons  not  over-burdened 
witii  scruples  ;  for  it  seems  that  all  the  gold 
and  precious  stones  of  Peru  were  travelling; 
about  recklessly  by  sea  .and  land  witiiout 
any  proper  protection.  The  pirates  wlio 
then  swarmed  in  those  seas  were  not  slow 
to  avail  theniselves  of  this  rare  opportun- 
ity, and  carried  on  a  flourishing  business 
until  such  time  as  they  were  caught  and 
hanged  by  that  terrible  English  admiral. 

Numbers  of  piratical  craft  hovered 
around  the  Peruvian  ports,  and  the  badly 
equipped  vessels  of  the  Spanish  fugitives 
fell  an  easy  prey  to  them,  But  Lord 
Duudonald.  on  the  other  hand,  was  ever 
pursuing  the  pirates  with  great  energy. 
He  captured  many  of  thein,  and,  later  on, 
he  was  able  to  boast  that  he  had  swept  tlie 
West  Coast  clean  of  these  scourges  of  the 
sea. 

It  is  known,  however,  that  several  of 
these  vessels  escaped  his  vigilance,  and 
that  enormous  quantities  of  cathedral  plate 
and  specie  were  never  recovered  from  their 
hands. 

The  pirate  vessel  that  succeeded  in  reach- 
ing the  islet  of  Trinidad  is  supposed  to 
have  been  one  of  these. 

Captain     P ,    on     leaving    Bombay 

after  the  death  of  his  quartermaster,  had 
intended  to  land  on  Trinidad  and  examine 
the  spot  indicated  on  the  pirate's  plan  ;  but 
as  he  had  a  rather  unruly  crew,  and  was 
himself  crippled  with  a  broken  arm,  he 
thought  it  prudent  not  to  make  the  attempt 
then,  and  so  passed  the  islet  and  sailed 
home.

THE  THINWAO  QUESTION. 

—Minister  MeiKioufa  is  alsD  amnng  Ihose  who 
knew  nothing  nhout  the  occunniioii  of  Tiinidad, 
although  ii  wa*  known  in  New-Yoik  early  in  June. 

—Tlie  exc'tement  in  Brazil  respecting  Trinidad 
is  prepnsterous.  The  island  lias  been  liritisli  for 
two  centuries.  Consequently  to  make  out  a  case 
IJrnzil  has  to  go  back  before  that  period.  Accor- 
dingly instructions  have  been  telefjraplied  to  the 
minisier  here  to  make  antiquarian  researches. 
Lord  Snlisbury,  we  understand,  has  properly  ex- 
pressed his  willingness  to  Hiicuss  Uie  matter  ;  hut 
the  wliole  question  is  out  of  the  range  of  practical 
pi'Iitics.  Tlie  Brazilians  have  quite  enougli  lo  do 
10  set  llieir  affairs  in  order  and  repair  the  mischief 
Hint  has  been  done  during  the  paut  six  or  sev,-n 
years.  If  ihey  will  sei  themselves  soberly  to  that 
liiey  will  liave  ilie  willing  support  of  oilier 
countries,  and  especiiilly  of  our  own.—  The  Statist, 
July  27. 

—The  question  wiih  respect  lo  ths  possession  of 
the  Trinidad  islet,  which  his  arisen  helween  tmr 
own  K"veriimeiit  and  that  nf  Brazil,  is  row  diuiht- 
less  the  subject  of  friendly  diplomatic  discussion. 
It  was  reyarded  as  heing  of  nu  practical,  sirat- 
egeticnl,  or  commercial  use— not  even,  as  we  had 
ourselves  siirniiseii,  for  a  coaling  station—  unlii  it 
was  discovereii  that  it  might  be  o(  service  as  a 
landing  jilice  for  a  lelcgrai)li  cable,  and  it  is  its 
proposed  utilisalion  for  this  purpose  ihat  hns 
brought  aluuii  the  present  trouble,  which  has  been 
happily  described  as  "a  slOrm  in  a  lea  cup." 
There  has  been  a  great  deal  more  fuss  mide  about 
this  affair  than  is  at  all  necessary.  It  is  ridiculous 
lo  imagine  that  two  important  stiles  could  alifjrd 
to  produce  a  rupture  of  their  friendly  relations  in 
respeci  of  the  ownership  of  a  piece  ut  barren  rock 
in  mid-ocean,  wheron  no  creatures  can  manage  10 
exist  save  "hideous  land  crabs  and  foul  and  ciuel 
sea-hirds."  As  a  matter  of  fact,  the  Iwo  govern- 
ments, in  spite  of  frenzied  and  bellicose  telegrams, 
are  on  excellent  terms,  and  will  settle  this  lilipntian 
difficulty  in  Hie  serene  circumambient  o(  diplo- 
niacy.  The  riclus  of  Brazil,  in  our  opinion,  are  in 
fact  incontestible.—  South  American  Journal, 
Aug.  3. 
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The  lepoit  ol  the  coiiimiltee  that  organ- 
ized the  budget  estimates  for  the  coinii,.. 
year  has  been  published,  and  requires  more 
attentive  examination  tlian   we  liave  been 
able  to  give  to  it.     The  general  impression 
of  llie  very  long  preface  is  not  unsatisfactory 
although  to  justify  the  continuation  of  the 
liigii  import  duties  the  committee  decided 
that  it  was  necessary   to  advance  the  cur- 
rency value  ofimportations— now  estimated 
upon  the  basts  of  an  exchange  of  n,/.    per 
milrei.s,  to  the  equivalents  at  an  exchange 
nl  I4rf.,  and  it  has  also  proposed  restrictive 
measures    upon    exchange   operations— or 
rallicr    speculations— which    we    arc    per- 
suaded will  prove  incdicacious,  if  the  law  is 
passed  by  Congrcs,?.     It  is  also  propcwod  to 
levy  30  0/0  of  the  import  ilulies  in   gold 
and  as  this  measure  has  many   opponents' 
we  feel  justified  in  attempting  to  advocate 
its  adoption.     In  Aict  we  would  advocate 
the  collection  of  all  import  duties  in  gold  ■ 
not  upon  the  basis  of  present  tariffs,  but 
upon  those  in  vigor,  when  the  finance  min- 
ister of  the  provisional   government  upset 
the  whole  financial  economy  of  the  country 
The  generally  accepted  estimate  is  that  the 
Brazilian  Treasury  requires  to  meet  its  en- 
gagements abroad  between  ,^4,500,000  and 
^■6, 000,000  per  annum,  and  the  question 
from  a  practical,  business  point  of  view  is 
how  this  important  sum  can  be  remitted 
with  the  least  pcssible  disturbance  to  the 
interests  of  commerce  and  trade.     We  con- 
tend by  collecting  customs  revenue  in  gold, 
and  will  endeavor  to  elucidate  the  opponents 
of  this  measure,   by  an  appeal  to  business 
usages  and  practice.    The  objection   that 
whether  the  Treasury  takes  exchange  direct 
from  (he  market,  or  that  the  importers  buy 
sterling  or  gold  to  pay  duties  is  indilTerent, 
for  the  amount  of  gold  produced  by  the 
exportation  of  Brazilian  produce  remains 
unchanged,  may  be  true  theoretically,  but 
will  nol  stand  examination  by  comparison 
with  the  movements  of  the  exchange  market 
here,  for  there  is  no  one  connected  with 
this,  that  has  not  repeatedly  noted  the  effect 
of  the  reports  that  the  Treasury  was  buying 
exchange,  and  the  advantage  is  evident  of 
avoiding  all  interlerence  when  this  is  so 
readily  secured   by  obliging  importers  to 
purchase  ^7,000  or  ^^lo.ooo  per  day,   in- 
stead of  the  Treasury  purchasing  ^40,000 
Of  ;f  50.000  wben  this  is  necessary.    It  will 
do  more  to  curtail  speculation  in  exchange, 
than  all  the  penalties  sought  to  be  imposed 
upon  the  operators  of  the  Rua  da  Allandega 
and  the  Petropolis  hirca.     Importers  object 
to  the  e.xtia  trouble  involved  by  the  collec- 
tion of  duties  in  different  currencies,    and 
some   extreme   patriots    seem   to  conceive 
that  an   insult   to  the  paper  currency   is 
hidden  in  this  measure  ;  to  tlie  former  we 
may  submit  that  there  need  be  no  more 
inconvenience  in  paying  the  duties  in  ster- 
ling exchange,    than   is   now   involved   in 
purchasing  a  draft  for  remittance,    if  the 
regulations  to  be  organized  by  the  govern- 
ment are  properly  studied ;  and  as  to  the 
latter,  the  only  possible  answer  is  that   the 
Brazilian  Treasury  may  be  filled  with  paper 
money  to  its  very  pinnacles,  but  tlie  foreign  ' 
creditor  ivill  have  none  of  it,  and  coffee,   or 
rubber,  or  sugar,    or  cotton  must  be  pur- 
chased with  this  currency,  in  order  thai  it 
may  possess  any  exchangeable  val  ue.    Then 
it  IS  contended  that  the  system  has  already 
proved  a  failure ;  we  contest  this,  for  we  do 
not  consider  it  was  even  subjected  to  a  lair 
trial.     The  provisional  governmenl  scheme 
of  collecting    duties  in   coin    alone    was 
absolutely  impracticable  in  a  country  that 


virtually  possesses  no  gold  coinage,  but  if 
that  proportion  of  the  duties,  that  must  be 
paid  in  gold,  can  be  satisfied  by  a  bank  re- 
ceipt,    or   a    document    representing   gold 
mireis    convertible    into    sterling    at    the 
option  of  the  holder,  we  confess  we  can  see 
no  inconvenience  to  the  importer,  who  will 
merely  convert  his  paper  railreis,    at  the 
current    rate   of  exchange,    into  gold    in 
precisely  the  .same  manner  as  he  now  pays 
in  currency  to  obtain  a  sterling  draft      It 
has  been  evident  for  more  than  the   past 
ew  years  now  that  the  balance  of  trade  be- 
tween   Brazil   and   foreign  countries  is  so 
very  close  that  an  increase  of  government 
engagements  abroad  is  at  once  felt  in  the 
exchange  market  here  or  in  other  words  when 
the  currency  sent  to   the   Treasury   by  the 
custom  houses  has  10  be  used   for  meetilio 
engagements  abroad   its    purchasing  value 
immediately  deteriorates.     During  the  Km- 
Pire   rates   were   sustained    merely    by  the 
periodical  foreign  loans,  which  relieved  ihc 
exchange   market  o(   the   greater    part    of 
Ireasiiry  remittances,  and  left  the  balance 
01  trade   subject   to    the    demand   (or  and 
supply  of  bills  on  foreign  markets,   but   the 
cnticisms—to  our  mind  uiijusl— of  the  re- 
cent   loan    made   in   London   must    have 
shown  the  government  that  Drazil's  credit 
leqinres  careful  attention,  and  that   further 
applications  to  the  London  market  must  be 
postponed.    The  question  then  of  govern- 
menl remittances  is  :  how  is  the  gold  to  be 
sent  abroad  with  the  least  disturbance  to 
business  interests .'     And  wc  contend  that 
the  answer  is;  by  collecting  import  duties  in 
money   that   is  acceptable   to  the    foreign 
creditor.     If  no  new  bullion  is  produce,!, 
mere    is    certainly    no    reduction    in    the 
amount  produced  by  the  exports  from  the 
country,    and    we   are    persuaded  that   the 
transler  of  the  Treasury's  exchange  business 
from  the  hands  of  officials  t,>  those  of  im- 
port merchants  can  only  result  in  advantage 
to  all.  *'

Lhgislative  Notes 


The  Portuguese  say  that  "  when  gossips 
quarrel,  the  truth  appears,"  and  wc  think 
tins  has  some  application  10  the  late  con- 
tioversy  between  the  native  mills,  that  spin 
Brazilian  cotton  into  yarn,  and  the  weaviug 
mills,  which  find  it  more  profitable    to   im 
port  the  yarn  spiin  and  dyeil  from  abroad 
No  one  can  contest  that  goods  made  of 
imported    yarn,   even   when    woven   here 
cannot  strictly  be  classified  as  "  national '' 
but    matches    made    of   imported     wood 
packed  in  imported  boxes  and  charged  with' 
imported  chemicals  are  so  considered,   and 
various  other  articles   could   be  specified 
that  are  in  precisely  the  same  circumstances' 
If   then    "national   industry"    in  cotton 
manufactures  must  be  protected,  it  appears 
to  us  that  the  spinners  have  the  stronger 
argument    in    their    favor,   for    their  raw 
material  at  least  is  not  imported;  and  we 
sayatlea,st  with  intention,  for  the  machinery 
fuel,  dyes,  and  all  other  articles  used  by 
both  classes  of  mills  are  of  foreign  produc- 
tion.   We  have  no  intention  of  opening  a 
controversy  as  regards  protection  and  free 
trade,  for  we  are  of  the  opinion  that  native 
raw   material   may  properly   be  converted 
into  articles  of  consumption  at  home,  and 
the  increased  cost  of  producing  these  may 
be  fairly  covered  by  levying  duties  on  simi- 
lar manufactured  goods  produced  abroad 
but  there  is  always  here  in  Brazil   an  incli- 
nation to  consider  import  duties  a  tax  upon 
the  foreigner,  and  the  consequence  is  that 
under  the  shade  of  the  tarifi'  unwholesome 
"  national  industry  "  weeds  are  produced, 
while  to  the  attentive  student,  or  merchant 
it  is  only  too  clear  that   the   result  of  high' 
tariffs  is  an   increase   of   cost  to    the  con- 
sumer, a  decrease  of  the  revenue  derived 
from  the  custom  houses,  and   last,   but  not 
least,  an  almost  irresistible   temptation    lor 
smuggling.     The    mill   owners  and   others 
here  point  with  pride  to  ihe  quality  ol  their 
products,  but  is  it  at  all  surprising  that  with 
precisely   similar   machinery,    material  and 
skilled  labor  the  Brazilian    mill  turns  out 
articles   quite   as   good    as   the    foreigner  ?

Court,  of  naval  officer,  "creates  the  prac- 
trial  charier  of  republican  liberlies  ;  for  liberal 
institutions  do  not  commence  to  esist,  until  ihev 
pass  hooi  ihe  legislative  authograph  lo  judicial 
deci-ions."  The  airions  part  is  that  Senator  Ray 
Barb^sa  overlooked  furnishing  the  nsaal  fooi.not« 
to  explain  whether  this  oatliurst  was  original,  or 
borrowed.

Hygino  is  said  to  t>e  vciy  severely 
wounded  ! 


—While  in  England  the  Innte,  the  htll  and  the 
blind  manage  to  catt  their  voies  at  an  iiuportint 
eleciion,  here  in  Braiil  election  dayi  nre  availed 
of  to  slop  away  (rom  the  (.ollii,  ni  well  as  from 
woik. 

—"Ill  lime  of  iieacc  prepare  for  war."  The 
wisdom  of  this  maxim  has  jnfti  been  demonstrated, 
for  scarcely  had  peace  in  Rio  Grande  been  an- 
nonnced  before  war  in  Rio  de  Janeiro  commenced, 
not  merely  a  war  ol  words,  as  jieople  at  a  distance 
mr,y  sufipose,  but  a  real  war  in  which  blows  are 
current  as  coin  [paper-money]  of  ttie  realm  [re- 
public] and  in  wnich  there  aie  genuine  scratches 
and  bruises.  nOt  morlnl,  perhaps,  nor  even  dan- 
gerous, but  doubtless  hurling  almost  as  much  as 
if  ihey  were,  i^ll  ihis  has  probably  been  very 
shockmi;  to  ihoise  who  were  nm  prepared  (or  it, 
anlsoweihnk  we  are  juslified  in  praising  the 
wtsdcnn  nf  the  maxim  that  bids  us  "prepare  tor 
war  in  time  ol  |)cace." 

—Peace,  as  well  as  war,  il  h  said,  has  its  vic- 
ti-ries,  and  we  have  just  seen  ihat  it  also  has  tls 
sufferings.  These  sufferini!«  were  keenly  felt  last 
Tuesday  by  some  medical  sludcnl*.  »hn,  wilhout 
obtaining  ihe  permission  of  other  medical  students, 
resolved  to  nn  to  Iiamaraty  and  congratulaie  ihe 
Piesi'lent  of  the  republic  on  peace  in  Km  Grande. 
They  were  as>anlted  and  some  of  them  roaghly 
handled,  appearing  in  woful  plight  before  the 
head  of  the  nation.  He  heard  what  they  had 
lo  say,  had  their  wounds  hound  up  with  the 
assistance  of  his  family,  put  ihem  in  the  presiden- 
tial carriage,  and  sent  ihem  on  ihejr  way  rejoicing 
and  thinking,  perhaps,  that  ihey  had  cause  for 
congratuliition  after  all.

The  S.  Jose  theatre  in  S.  Paulo  is  to  be  lighted 
wiih  electricity. 

—The  board  of  .lireclors  of  the  Lloyd  Braiileiro 
Co.  has  consented  lo  give  free  convoyance  to  ex- 
hibits sent  to  Para  for  the  exhibition  to  be  held 
there  next  year. 

—  In  S.  Paulo  on  the  26ih  uil.  Ihe  suit  of  the 
Companhia  Imporiadora  against  the  Comnnercial 
Union,  Northern  and  Royal  Assurance  Cos.  was 
decided  against  the  latter,  who  were  sentenced  to 
pay  300,000$,  besides  interest  and  costs,  for  (he 
damages  sustained  hy  the  Importadora  from  the 
fire  on  the  night  of  Sept  17,  1893.  Both  parties 
appealed. 


Financial  Notes 


— If  the  government  and  congress  were  as  in- 
dustrious in  reducing  expenditare  as  they  are  in 
increasing  taxation,  it  would  certainly  be  much 
Ketier  for  the  counlry. 

—On  the  28th  nit.  a  decree  was  signed  apprar.

Of  course 
the  money  was  (laid  months  ago,  and  the  decree 
seem^i  to  be  nothing  more  than  an  indemnity  bill. 

—The  budget  committee  of  thechamber  rfdcpti- 
lies  says  that  an  average  smoker  pays  a  yearly  'tax 
i>f  50  francs  in  France,  45  francs  in  Aoslria,  JO 
francs  in  Hungary,  28  francs  in  Great  .Briain,  35 
francs  in  ibe  I.  niled  Slates  anrt  only  500  reis  in 
Braid.  It  thinks  that  this  country,  b^  increasing 
the  tataiion  on  tobacco,  can  derive  from  Ihissonice 
a  revenne  of  37.400,000$  per  annum.

And  the  process  Ihus  noes  on  and 
wdl  prohahly  continue  lo  fo  on  for  ever,  unless 
the  lax-payei's  pockets  or  his  pa-ience  liecunie  as 
exhansietl  as  ihe  treasury  nnd  hi*  pursc-slrin«s 
losing  their  elauidly,  cease  lo  resoond  to  the 
government's  "o|ien  .sesame."
